The most valuable asset of the com- 
munity and of the nation is human life. 
Every child born into the world possesses 
practically unlimited potentialities for 
good on for evil. Every gorma! and healthy 
child born into favorable conditions be- 


“* comes a fairly certain and safe investment 


for the family and for the community at 
large. Every defective or diseased child 
and every tome which fails to provide the 
right care and environment for ite chil-

to the public, with tremendous chances of

of untold evils. : | 

Since these things are true, the duty of 
any community is to insure, as far as pos- 
sible, the birth of normal, healthy children 
and to secure to these children after birth 
proper care and conditions. Every effort 
to “save the babies” is not only conserve- 
tion, it is also preservation—the future of 
our city, our State and country, and of the 
human race depends upon a steady increase 
of well-born and surtured children as 


conditions. 

As compared with fifteen foreign coun- 
tries. the United States. for a period ¢x- 
tending from 1900 to 1910, stood fourteenth 
in rank with regard to child mortality. It 
ie estimated that 2.500.000 children .are 
born annually in this country, of whom 
300,000, or 12 per cent., die before reaching 
the age of one year. 
that the death rate among children has de- 
creased in England. since the first of 
the war, due to the better care gi to 
prospective mothers and to children by the 
government and municipa] authorities and 
the increased wages paid to working peo- 
At the present time, it fis declared 
that the child mtortality rate is less in Eng- 
land under war conditions than in this 
country. Full statistics as to the effect of 
our own entry into active war participa- 
tion cannot be determined, but it i 
claimed that the death rate for children in 
New York City was largely increased dur- 
ing the first year of war conditions. 

In our own city, the births registered for 
the year ending June 30, 1917, were 8218, 
and the deaths of children under one year 
were 557. Thig mortality compares favor. 
ably with the general average but it is 
still far too large a number. 

National legislation looking to the pub- 
lic protection of maternity and infancy has 
been proposed by the Children’s Bureau. 
Various States have made provision fdr 
such protection, and. many cities are work- 


ing through their health boards, maternity 


clinics and welfare organizgtions to save 
the children. This year has been known 
as’ “child welfare year” and the Women’s 
Committee, organized for war work, and 
the General Federation of Women's Clubs, 
working through their child welfare com- 
mittees, have carried out a systematic oam- 
paign to awaken the public to the duty of 
providing the right conditions to save the 
ehildren.

brother. Another brother, Albert, 
was killed in a motorcycle accident 
last November. 

Dato and Trens were sentenced 
to ten months in the Los Angeles 
County Jail and to pay a fine of 
$2500 each. Under the terms of the 
commutation, on the payment of a 
lump sum of $5000 by the two men, 
the jafll sentence is abrogated. The 
money will be paid today into the 
Federal court by their attorney, A. 
{. McCormick. Followjng the con- 
viction of the men an appeal was 
ponmed to the United States Circuit 

ourt of Appeal, but it was never 
perfected. 

Dato, Trens, Joe Culver, a Long 
Beach fisherman, and Cc. J. O’Reillly, 
salesman for alo sporting 
goods company, were the accused. 
Culver was a witness for the gov- 
ernment and escaped prosecution. 
O'Reilly was acquitted and Dato 
and Trene were convicted. 

The quartette were indicted on 
July 1, 1916, and it was alleged in 
the bill that the guns had been ptr- 
chased by the loca! firm in Hartford, 
Ct., on the order of Trens, for the 
use of the defendants. No sooner 
a4id the guns reach Los Angeles 
than théy were seized by the gov- 
ernment, _ 

The ten machine guns that were 
exhibited tn the trial are stored in 
the basement of th) Federal Builld- 
ing, and were brought into promi- 
nence some time ago dufing the 
troubles of “Gen.” Nicholas Senn. 
Zogz2e. who is now serving a ten-year 
term tn the Federal penitentiary on 
MeNef! Island. for violation of the 
selective draft It was 
who sent Norbert Myles to the 
basement of the Federal Bullding to 
see the guns in the hope of trap- 
ping one Myers, a secret service 
agent of the Department of Jys- 
tice, and pretending to effect a sale 
to Myers. 

What is to be done with the ma- 
chine guns is a nut for the Aftor- 
ney-General to crack. The procla- 
mation of President Wilson under 
which Dato and Trens were con- 
victed made no provision for the 
seizure and confiscation of war ma- 
terial taken in the enforcement of 
the proclamation, and it ts a ques- 
tiofi whether anv previous rerula- 
tions will allow the retention of the 
guns by the government. 

The records tin the ‘case show 
that the local dealers were to pay 
$600 each for the guns, and it was 
allezed that Dato and Trens were to 
pay $8000 for the ten, or $800 each.

Situation in Hand. 


Thrée-Minme Men are to Get 


Into Action at Once. 


In furtherance of its campaign to 
teach the public how to combat the 
influenza epidemic, the committee 
of business men recently appointed 
‘by Mayor Woodman appered yes- 
terday before the Council and suc- 
‘ceeiied in getting an appropriation 
| of $35,000 to be placed at the dis- 
posal of Health Commissioner’ Pow- 
ers. The money will be used in the 
employment of quarantine inspec- 
tors and advertising. 
| In this connection, the health de- 
partment reported yesterday that 
there are now 3339 cases of influenza 
and pneumonia under quarantine, of 
which 494 were quarantined Sunday, 
and that the department has now 
caught up with the cases here, so far 
as restrictive measures are con- 
cerned It was also reported that the 
release of a number of cases from 
quarantine is now planned, and that 
such releases should increase as 
time passes. 

Yesterday a total of 606 new cases 
of influenza were reported to the 
Health Commissioner. There were 
thirty-five deaths, as follows: Pneu- 


monia, 8; pneumonia and influenza, 


7: influenza, 20. As but 107 cases and
